The deserter* from the Confederate 
army lo .be Federal army, to whom 
Congress voted pension*, wtll be disap- 
pointed over a decision of the corom!* 
loner of pensions relating lo the pay* 
meet of pension*. According to this 
ruling these pension* will be paid for 
the time the claims are filed after July 
1, 1002, and not from the time when 
they were first filed Some of these 
claims have been on file in the pension 
office for years and the decision of the 
commissioner will save the government 
between $6,000,000 and <10,000,000 In 
arrearages If his decision is not over- 
turned. The final determination of the 
question Involves millions of dollars, as 
there are 20,000 claims of this kind and 
the pensions when allowed will range 
rom <6 to 112 a month. If the matter 
s decided In favor of the deserters, 
each will receive several hundred dol- 
lars, but If It 1* adverse to them, they 
will be paid only a few dollars, which 
latter, let us hope will be the case. 

The republicans of North Carolina 
are making a vigorous effort to secure 
the three western Congress districts of 
the State, which are In the mountains 
and traditionally Inclined to the repub- 
lican party. Under the former appor- 
tionment of the State. North Carolina 
had nine representatives in Congress 
and of these seven are democrats aod 
two republicans. Under the new ap- 
portionment North Carolina gets an 
additional member and the republicans 
expect to Increase their representation 
rom two to three. The democrats are on 
to their curves, however, aod think 
they will reduce the republican repre- 
sentation to one 

The most Important features of the 
platform of the democracy of New 
Hampshire are la the resolutions de- 
mnoding unconditional repeal of duties 
o favor of all trust-made articles, op- 
position to all trusts, monopolies, rail- 
road pools aod syndicates; reduction of 
duties on necessaries of living; opposi- 
tion to ship subsidies: substantial reci- 
procity with Cuba and free trade with 
the new as well as the old territories 
of the United States. This Is not only 
In accordance with sound democratic 
principles and policy, but it Is compre- 
hensive enough for one campaign. 

The Louisville Posts’ cartoon of a 
graveyard full of politicians who have 
been run over and killed by the "ra»- 
calne” is rather amusing. The three 
graves most conspicuous are those of 
Messrs. Henry Waiterson, W. P. Wal- 
ton and Matt O’Dobertv. Dick Knott’s 
grave appears In the back ground, but 
the old "flop-over” has beet) dead so 
long his tombstone has literally disin- 
tegrated. * 

Senator Platt says that "personal- 
ly” he thinks Roosevelt deserves the 
nomination for president.
